Supplied 6,957 photographs in response to 214 requests, of which 104 were received from CIA offices and 110 from : 
other agencies. These photographs included examples of anti-U.8,. propaganda and material for counter propaganda to be 
used in psychological_warfare leaflets, Such as atrocity pictures from Korea. 

Arranged with Office of Operations, for a member of the Graphics Register Division staff to visit their 
field offices in order to explain the photograph requirements of CIA, and give guidance to collection activities, 

Serviced 145 requests relating to motion picture films, including 37 group showings attended by 486 persons from CIA 
and the other LAC agencies, and 119 films supplied in response to 71 loan requests. Intellofax listings, produced from the 
machine index of available films, were provided in reply to seven requests and supplied data on 2, 836 films pertaining to the

Procured a USSR feature film described in a State cable as a powerful pro-Soviet propaganda tool. This film was 
obtained through the cooperation of Office of Operations, Army, and Customs. It is an excellent example of the type of propa-

Procedures are being developed to satisfy requests for documents by the use of available copying equipment for the 
rapid reproduction of single cy documents in the reference files, This will give requesters a retention copy of the document 


instead of a loan copy, and will keep the reference files intact for subsequent requests and searches, 

The Chief of CIA Library, in his capacity as CIA Top Secret Control Officer, is holding a series of meetings with the 
Top Secret Area Control Officers to improve the overall control system and develop uniform understanding of procedures 
among the several areas. : 


VI. Machine Methods Division 


The Intellofax system was used to answer 218 requests for reference searches received by the Library from CIA and 
other IAC agencies, Pertinent information on 35,066 cards selected by the machine index was made available to the requesters. 
The machine index to foreign radio broadcasts, based on the Foreign Broadcast Information Division daily summary, 

supplied 472 references pertinent to 9 requests. . ; 
A visit was made to the Business Machines Show in New York in order to keep informed on new developments in this 
field. Further investigation is being made of certain equipment and methods that may be of use to CIA.
